Shanghai — (NC) — Two plucky 
Canadian priests, the Revs. Maur- 
ice Begin, S.J., and Guy Painchaud, 
'S.J., are back at their war-levelled 
mission in Tasukia now, and are 
miraculously alive to tell a story 
of bombs,\ hair-breadth escape, 
deaths and ruin. 

Tasukia is on the Lunghai rail- 
road, 25 miles. east of Suchow, 
with about 5,000 Christians in the 
area. Following a great battle be- 
tween Nationalist and communist 
armies, the Reds entered Tasukia 
in mid-November after a skirmish, 
fortifying the city at once and 
making the mission compound their 
strongpoint. 

Shortly after Nationalist planes 
flew over the area and bombed 
the mission position of the Reds. 
In the mission still were Fathers 
Begin and Painchaud; a CGhinese 
diocesan priest, the Rev. Anthony 
Yang; two Presentandine Sisters, 
and 70 pupils of a primary and 
junior high school in the com- 
pound. 


In the church at the time were 
Fathers Begin and Yang, some of 
the pupils and about 200 Catho- 
lics. 

Five bombs hit the mission com- 
pound, One hit the sacristy direct- 
ly, ten feet from where Fathers 
Begin and Yang and some of the 
boys were kneeling at the altar and 
praying. The sacristy was smash- 
ed, and two of the boys were 
killed and buried under the debris 


as they ran out. None inside was 
hurt.

churchmen of other denominations 
joined in branding the action of 
the communist-dominated Hun- 
garian regime as an outrage which 
though not surprising, brings to a 
climax the war waged by com- 


‘|munism against Christianity. 


In all free countries, public 
opinion has been shocked by the 
arrest that took place on the Mon- 
day after Christmas in the Cardi- 
nal’s residence at the old town 
of Esztergom, which overlooks the 
Danube north of. Budapest. But 
the Hungarian people themselves, 
overwhelmingly Catholic and 
staunchly loyal to the man whom 
they refer to as the “Prince-Pri- 
mate,” were doomed to silence. 


Suffering under the heel of the 
secret police, watched by spies and 
informers, threatened with the loss 
of their livelihood or even worse, 
they could only go to their churches 
and pray silently for the man who 
represented the last free voice and 
the Jast strong hope of a people 
yearning for freedom. 


The only voice coming from Hun- 
gary was that of its communist 
rulers who issued long statements 
in an endeavor to cloak the arrest 
of the Primate with a mantle of 
legality. 
ceived by these statements, which 
repeated worn-out charges of 
“fascist reaction hiding behind 
the Church,” and sought to impli- 
cate the Cardinal in a fantastic 
scheme aimed at restoring the 
Hapsburgs. 


There were all the customary 
paraphernalia of communist perse- 
cution: “documents” found hidden 
in a basement of the Cardinal’s 
residence, “confessions” of mis- 
deeds, sinister “plots” to over- 
throw the government with the 
help of “western imperialists,” se- 
cret “conferences” during the Pri- 
mate’s visit to Canada and the 
United States in 1947. 


Some blatant falsehoods in the 
communist “case” against the Car- 
dinal have already been exposed.

Rep. Rankin Denies 
Church Has Part In 
Committee’s Program 


Washington —(NC)— “There is 
not a word of truth in it,” was 
the comment of representative 
John E. Rankin of Mississippi, a 
member of the House Committee 
of Un-American Activities, when 
informed of the charge by a Meth- 
odist organization that the House 
Committee and the Roman Catho- 
lic Church were seeking to “break 
down separation of church and 
state.” The organization making 
the charge is the Commission for. 
Propaganda Analysis of the Meth- 
odist Federation for Socia!l Action, 
which the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities recently 
cited as “a tool of the Communist 
Party.” 


“T’ve never heard religion men- 
tioned at a committee meeting,” 
said Representative Rankin, who 
is himself a Methodist. “All we 
have tried to do is to expose un- 
American activities and bring to 
light communist activities, which 
are completely anti-religious.” 


The Methodist committee makes 
its charges in a lengthy statement. 
At one place it asserts that “to 
those who have followed the work 
of this House Committee and who 
are familiar with the political 
policy and propaganda of the 
Roman Catholic Church, it is not 
strange that only Protestant or- 
ganizations are attacked in the 
report.” In another place it says 
“in the past 10 years the com- 
mittee has issued propaganda 
which tended to reinforce the hier- 
archy’s political position, particu- 
larly with respect to American 
foreign policy.” 

The Methodist group says an 
examination of the House Com- 
mittee’s work. shows that “it has 
branded as un-American anyone 
who actively opposed Franco, 
Mussolini and Hitler and worked 
actively for peace with the Soviet 
Union.” It claims that “this par- 
allels the position of the hierarchy 
and the Vatican state.” 

“It’s not a religious question,”

London —(NC)— Two non-Cath- 
olic Labor (Government) Party 
members quoted from the Osser- 
vatore Romano, Vatican City daily, 
during a foreign affairs debate in 
the House of Commons.

Spiritual Problem In

London—(NC)—About 130 Po- 
lish priests have charge of the 
spiritual welfare of some 130,000

fare. Most of these Poles are polit- 
ical refugees, and about 85 per 
cent of them young, unmarried 
men. 


They include 8,000 aniversity 
students, 2,000 of them in London, 


but the great majority are poorly- 
educated, peasant types who, the, 
report says, are likely to drift 
into the moral] laxity which they 
find around them. The report calls 
for more priests to help these 
exiles, pointing out that they are 
widely scattered throughout the 
country.

Another bomb’ knocked the 
churth off its foundation, moving 
it about a foot and leaving its 
pillars dangling. 

As the bombardment started Fa- 
ther Painchaud was in his room 
in the missionaries’ residence. 
Leaving the room to look outside 
saved his life. One of the bombs 


# \crashed into the room just after 


he went out. 

Another bomb fell outside the 
Sisters’ residence and classrooms; 
bursting’and knocking in the walls. 
As the Sisters ran out a column 
of water spouting from a well 
drenched them. 

All the buildings of the mission 
were destroyed, and will have to 
be rebuilt. The whole town filed. 
Fathers Begin and Painchaud and 
several of the Chinese teachers 
hurried from the bombed scene 
only to run into a battlefield. 
Turning north and daringly going 
through the communists lines, they 
reached Kanshan, near the Shan- 
tung border, and spent about ten 
days there. They reported being 
well treated. 

Father Begin returned to Suchow 
on November 25 via Tasukia. On a 
ten-mile stretch from Pientang 
down to Tasukia, the fields on both 
sides of the road were strewn with 
corpses, mostly communist. Father 
Painchaud was about a day behind 
on the same road. At Suchow 
Bishop Philip Cote, 8.J., expressed 
himself as relieved to see them be- 
cause soldiers had told him the 
Tasukia mission had been bombed. 

Father Begin then went back to 
Tasukia to pick up the pieces and 
start all over again with Father 
Painchaud. Meantime, Tasukia and 
Suchow have fallen to the com- 
munists and they are behind the 
Red Curtain as far as news goes.

Norfolk -~-(NC)— The head of

Cardinal's Arrest 


Shows Reds’ Belief 
In World Lethargy 


Charges Leveled Against 
Hungarian Prelate Seen

Washington—(NC) — The arrest 
of His Eminence Josef Cardinal 
Mindszenty, Primate of Hungary, 


by the Communist-dominated re- |. 


gime of his native country is, in 
one aspect, a trenchant commen- 
tary on our times, 


Historians say one must go back 
centuries into the past to find any- 
thing approaching a parallel. 
There is ample reason also for 
them to remind us that the spread 
of communism through the world 
has set back the progress of 
civilization hundreds of years. 
Freedom is destroyed in the name 
of freedom; despotism rules in the 
robes of democracy. 


The charges leveled against His 
Eminence are fantastic, and, in a 
reckless sort of way, cunning. No 
one believes them, except those 
who want to believe them. High 
treason, espionage, black market- 
ing in currency, seeking to over- 
throw the “democratic” govern- 
ment of Hungary! Rubbish. 


And yet, if you let the Commun- 
ists (who run Hungary, remember) 
do the interpreting, what do you 
get? They could make it high 
treason not to believe in Com- 
munism “in a Communist-dominated 
country. Very probably that is 
what they mean, although, of 
course, they don’t say so. The 
Cardinal does not believe in Com- 
munism, obviously. : 


They could say it is espionage | 
for one to dare to look behind the | 
deceptive promises and stage | 
dressing with which Communist | 
regimes seek to deceive the people. | 
The Cardinal would not be misled | 
by those deceits, but would gee, 
through them. | 


They could say that anyone who} 
tries. to bring in from. outside | 
countries relief for his needy fel- | 
low-citizens must necessarily be | 
engaged in “black-market” opera- | 
tions, so far as the Communist 
regime is concerned. They would | 
want Russia to get credit for any | 
such help. The Cardinal was cer- | 
tainly interested in alleviating the | 
sufferings of his fellow Hungar- | 
ians. 

They could say that everybody | 
in Hungary (except the few in| 
power) wants a change from the | 
“democratic” government the Com- 
munists have imposed upon heen, | 
and they might be pretty close to | 
the truth, 


Shameful though it is that a | 
regime pretending to power in any 
country should resort to such 
flamboyant and pre-discredited tac- 
tics, it is even more humiliating 
that such a regime should feel 
confident that the rest of the 
world has been “conditioned” for 
such a devilish circus, 

U.S. Undersecretary of State 
Robert A. Lovett, who called Car- 
dinal Mindszenty’s arrest a 
“sickening sham,” told a_ press} 
conference that what is going on in 
Hungary and in other countries of 
Communist belief and character is 
behavior of a type that makes 
peace an aspiration rather than a 
reality. 


Mr. Lovett is entirely correct. 
There can be no doubt that that 
same Russia, whose intransigence 
has blocked peace at every parley, 
manipulates the strings that make 
the puppets move and talk so in- 
sultingly. 

But a lesson to be learned from 
this latest effrontery is that, while 
the monstrous crudity of the Car- 
dinal’s arrest is the responsibility 
of the Hungarian regime, it is the 
fault of people elsewhere that 
they are thought to be gullible 
enough to accept it, or, not being 
deceived, to be too indifferent to 
be resentful. It is undoubtedly a 
facet of that secularism which the 
Bishops of the United States have 
warned against, that prevents 
people generally from seeing that 
Communism’s attack upon the 
Catholic religion, no matter where 
it occurs, is but the spearhead of 
Communism’s attack upon all re- 
ligion everywhere.

You write that you do not be- 
lieve that Protestantism should be 
denounced as Communistic because 
some have shown sympathy for it. 
Neither do we believe that. We 
merely pointed out that the Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
had made mention of ministers of 
seven denominations who had been 
active in Communist-front organi- 
zations. This paper had independ- 
ent evidence on these men and on 
many others long before they were 
mentioned by the House Commit- 
tee, 


What is the status of Protes- 
tantism in Spain? 
There are very few Protestants 


in Spain, and they are not molest- 
ed by the government. There have 
been times when some persons in 
Spain tried to arouse an ill feel- 
ing towards them, but not because 
they were Protestant, rather be- 
cause they had been on the side of 
the Communists — the so-called 
Loyalists—during the Civil War in 
Spain. In the eyes of the Spanish 
people they would be just what 
the ministers over here belonging 
to Communist-front organizations 
were in the eyes of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. They charge them with 
having played with subversive ele- 
ments, or if they did not play 
with them, it was known that 
their sympathy was for them. 
Protestants constitute only a 
very small fraction of one per cent 
of Spain’s population, and are 
treated far better than Catholics 
were in England during the time 
Elizabeth and some of her succes- 


sors reigned; far better than 
Catholics are treated in North 
Ireland, which is not over- 
whelmingly Protestant; treated 
better than they were in Prussia 
less. than a century ago; and 
treated a hundred times better 
than they are treated in the Rus- 
sian dominated countries behind 
the iron curtain where their 
number is considerable. 


If you will follow a few more of 
our double column articles you will 
find out how badly the average 
Protestant minister is deceived by 
the kind of literature which comes 
to him. We know that The Con- 
verted Catholic reaches the home 
of many Protestant ministers, and 
if they only had the right kind of 
character sketch of its editors they 
would feel ashamed of supporting 
them. :

Fighting 63th 


The pledge calls upon us to come out of our shells, to begin by 
declaring ourselves and our ideals at a time when Satan seems to be 
taking for granted that we will not do a thing to stop his schemes. 
The pledge, too, reminds us that purity of life is not merely a nega- 
tive thing. It is something positive, bright and shining. As Blake says, 
our purity must “cut a path into the heaven of glory, leaving a track 
of light for men to wonder at.” 

It takes courage to carry on a fight. It takes brave men, not weak- 
lings. A “namby-pamby” will not make a good campaigner in the 
FIGHTING 69th. He will be out of place. If he is afraid to let others 
know where he stands when matters of the 6th and 9th Command- 
ments come up, then he is going back on his pledge. More than that he 
loses a chance to give a lot of good example and to lead others to a 
practice of purity. 

In this connection it might be good to bring out the great advan- 
tage that will come to one who has enlisted in the FIGHTING 69th.

| The. enthronement itself is a 
‘simple procedure. A picture or im- 
‘age of the Sacred Heart is secured 
‘and placed in a prominent place in 
'the home. On a chosen day the pas- 
‘tor is invited to the home to read 
‘the Act of Consecration for the 
‘family members and to bless the 
‘picture and the home. The Act of 
‘Consecration should be renewed 
monthly and on special festivals, 
being read aloud on these occasions 
by the father or other members of 
‘the family. 


There are still many other relig- 
ious practices suited for the home. 
Some of these have almost entirely 
gone by the board in this country. 
Others are still found in not a few 
families. Thus, there are the cele- 
brations of baptismal days, patron 
saints days, wedding anniversaries, 
and the like, within the family cir- 
cle. Again, there are the ordinary 
daily pravers—prayers before and 
after meals, morning and evening 
prayers. There are special devotions 
for such months as May (to the 
Blessed Virgin), November (for the 


Family), and for special seasons of 
the vear, such as Advent and Lent. 
At least occasionally, if it cannot 
be done reeularly, the family 
eroun should also receive Commun- 
ion together and attend Mass as a 
‘group.

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B phdeg L. LAWRENCE, Mayor of Pittsburgh, writing in The Sign 

(February, 1948), emphasized the great benefit of “private en- 
terprise’’ in the United States as applied to education as well as to 
industry, and said: “Legislation which would destroy or weaken the 
private school system would be un-American and would tend to pro- 
mote Socialism.”

Claim Objective Standards No Longer Followed

What is the Natural Law? 


Three hundred and fifty years 
ago, Lord Coke declared that “the 
law of nature was before any judi- 
cial or municipal law and is Immu- 
table. He said that “the Natural 
law is the Law which God at the 
time of the creation of the nature 
of Man infused into his heart for 
Man’s preservation and direction.” 


William Blackstone, on the eve 
of the American Revolution, wrote 
that the Natural Law “is binding 
all over the globe in all countries 
at all times: no human laws are of 
any validity if contrary to this 
and such of them as are valid de- 
rive all their force and authority 
from this origin.” 

In other words, all human beings 
are subject to the Natural Law and 
are capable of appreciating its ex- 
istence and its operation, The Ten 
Commandments are a perfect codi- 
fication of the Natural Law, which 
explains why the Talmud, the Ko- 
ran and other such works have had 
the essence of the Ten Command- 
ments in other forms besides the 
Mosaic. 

Today the issue wherever laws 
are being administered is their re- 
lation to the Natural Law. In Ber- 
lin, Paris, China, Washington and 
everywhere else, the issue is the 
Natural Law. Does a law being 
administered square with the Nat- 
ural Law? If it does not, it has 
no validity. 

All our ethical considerations de- 
rive from morals, and all morals 
derive from the Natural Law, That 
is why Alfred E. Smith was so cor- 
rect in his jest to American news- 
paper editors when they were con- 
sidering a code of ethies and hav- 
ing difficulty drafting” one. His jest 
was, “What’s wrong with the Ten 
Commandments ?” 

When anyone talks about ethics 
as something apart from morals, 
he is talking nonsense, Ethics are 


nothing else except the application 
of moral principles to human con- 
duct and the basis of all morality 
is the Natural Law. 

The standard for measuring the 
justice of the Nuremberg trials is 
the question, “How do those trials 
square with Natural Law? The 
Same question has to be asked 
about the trials of the Japanese 
war criminals. 

In the UN’s consideration of a 
statement of human rights, the 
underlying aim has to be to square 
the expression of human rights 
with Natural Law. 

Natural Law requires belief in 
the fact that Man is a free moral 
agent, able to distinguish between 
right and wrong and able through 
his will to make a choice between 
right conduct and wrong conduct. 
This idea today is disputed fre- 
quently by persons who say that 
law is anything that the majority 
declares it to be, or that man is 
not a free moral agent, that he is 
incapable of distinguishing between 
right and wrong afid that he is 
never able to will a free choice be- 
cause of heredity, environment or 
the condition of his glands. 

This latter philosophy is an out- 
growth of the idea that right and 
wrong is a matter of personal in- 
terpretations, not objective stand- 
ards, which of course makes every- 
thing not only pragmatic but 
chaotic. Under such a system of 
thought, it is possible to conceive 
of Hitler and Tojo as saints, be- 
cause in their own minds they may 
have thought that what they did 
was right. Such thinking might 
also make a saint out of an Al 
Capone.

Americans Veering 
From This Concept 


In the October issue of the 
“Journal of.the American Judica- 
ture Society” Dr. Clarence E, Man- 
ion, Dean of the Law School at 
Notre Dame University, noted in 
substance: “American administra- 
tion. of justice is veering away 
from this concept of law. We are 
ruling God and morality out of our 
constitutional system, and what 
remains will neither produce jus- 
tice nor preserve freedom od 

Liberty and morality have been 
inseparably linked through every 
line and ‘etter of the American 
legal system. Furthermore Ameri- 
‘ean law and Government were 
joined upon the firm foundation of 
God’s creative purpose. 

Yet the recent opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court on 
religious education in the public 
schools and other trends of the 
judiciary, mn the words of Dr. 
Manion, “dogmatize the modern 
determination to secularize Amer- 
ican law and Government.” 

He warns that we are wandering 
from the basic “law of nature” to- 
ward a trend of regarding our legal 
system as a secular instrument for 
the achievement of purely tem- 


poral ends. “This explosive de- 
inaturing of our essentially relig- 


tious legal system has frustrated 


the traditional logic of its ancient 
processes . . .” the writer asserts. 
“American law was designed to 
implement the Ten Commandments 
by underscoring the responsibility 
of the individual human _  con- 
science ,. .” 

A curious reversal in United 
States Supreme Court concept of 
law is cited. As late as 1892, the 
article points out, the Supreme 
Court’ (in Church of Holy Trinity 
vs. U. S.) summed up the associa- 
tion of law and morals in Ameri- 
ca with a complete documentation 
of our history from Columbus 
through the Deelaration of Inde- 
pendence into the constitution of 
the last state then admitted. Very 
recently, the Supreme Court (in 
People of Illinois ex rel McCollum 
vs. Board of Education) reached 
the unprecedented conclusion that 
God and morality must be sepa- 
rated from the affairs of State by 
an impenetrable wall of separation. 
But the court didn’t tell us what 
disposition is to be made of all the 
religious documents described in 
the former case. 

“Without God there is no logical 
way to justify the.existence of any 
inviolable personal right; and when 
‘rights’ are thus indefensible,” the 
author declares, “lawyers are at 
the same time outmoded.” 


Law Of Nations 
Is Abandoned 


George E. Sokolsky, the colum- 
nist, applied the above logic to the 
“law of nations,” which was aban- 
doned following World War II. He 
writes: “This law has two funda- 
mental principles. One is that 
sovereignty cannot be. acquired by 
the simple act of conquest, nor be 
transferred to the conqueror, if 
the sovereign does not cede it wil- 

The a od is that no title 


trades, transactions based upon the 
assumption that sovereignty is a 
‘matter of no importance, that 
‘lands and peoples can be moved 
‘about without their consent and 
against their interest. So we find 
Poland made a fief of Soviet Rus- 
sia; Manchuria made into a Soviet 
sphere of influence; Korea divided 
in half between Soviet Russia and 
the United States. 


“A line was drawn vertically 
across Europe which closed off a 
large part of the world to the rest 
of the world. One country became 
so large geographically and_ in 
manpower that it miade a just 
peace impossible. 

“None of this was done with the 
consent of the countries or the 
peoples involved. They were not 
present. For instance, China was 
not asked to come to Tehran, al- 
though Chiang Kai-shek was im- 
mediately after called to Cairo, 
where a declaration was made by 
Roosevelt, Churchill and Chiang 
which was violated at Yalta. De- 
Gaulle was not at Yalta. 

“It is interesting that no matter 
what has since been tried ends ‘in 
failure. The reason, of course, is 
that no principles guide the world 
today. No contract can be written 
without basic and agreed. princip- 
les; no treaty of peace can be 
written without basic and agreed 
principles. Without them, the rep- 
resentatives of nations are like 
rblind men walking in a forest. Of 
course, they stumble at each step; 
they hit into obstacles; they soon 
strike at each other. That is where 
we are, but we need not be. Once 
the principles of the law of nations 
are restored, the road will be a less 
onerous one.”

Stan Musial 


i] BERE can hardly be any doubt in anyone’s mind now that Stan 

Musial, the St. Louis Cardinal’s outfielder who learned his base- 
ball on the sand lots of his home town of Donora, Pa., is the greatest 
all-around star in the game today. Recent release of the National 
League’s official batting averages for the 1948 season shows him to 
have led the league in batting, runs-batted-in, runs scored, total hits, 
double, triples and total bases. He missed the home run title by one. 
finishing with 39 against the 40 compiled by Johnny Mize of the New 
York Giants and Ralph Kiner of the Pittsburgh Pirates. 


Last season marked the third time that Musial has won the 
National League batting championship, his winning average this 
time having been .376, tops for both major leagues. He batted 
In 131 rans, scored 135, made 230 hits and made 46 doubles and 
18 triples. In addition by making five hits in each of four games 
during the season he set a National League record and tied Ty 
Cobb's major league mark made with ‘Detroit in 1922. He tied 
a National League record by leading the league in basehits for 
the fourth time and by leading in triples for the third time. Three 
times he has been voted the National League’s most valuable 
player. [liness and injuries could not deter him, either, as he 
played in every one of the Cardinals’ 155 games. Stan Rojek 
and Ralph Kiner, both of the Pirates, also played in all their team’s 
games, 156 in their case. They were the only three players to 
take part in all of their clubs’ games.

In leading the league in seven different batting departments, 
Musial tied a record set by Rogers Hornsby in 1922. Musial had only 
seven errors out of a total of 364 chances handled all year to finish 
with a fielding mark of 981. Still Musial wasn’t through establishing 
records. For the fourth time in his six-year major league career, Stan 
compiled the highest slugging percentage, .702. It was the first time 
n National League player had reached the .700 mark in slugging since 
the late Hack Wilson of the Cubs slugged .723 in 1930 when he wound 
up. with 56 home runs, still the National League’s best. 

Joe DiMaggio, Ted Williams, Lou Boudreau, and all the rest are 
great ball players; among the greatest. But Musial’s my man for 
being the greatest of them all in the game today. He can do any- 
thing arid do it superlatively well, and certainly has already stamped 
himself as being one of baseball’s all-time all-timers. 


Religion And Football 


Grantland Rice, in the current issue of Sport magazine, in an 
article dealing with the “freezeout” of Notre Dame’s football teams 
by so many of the country’s top flight teams, discusses two angles 
of the situation. First, he says, Notre Dame is “too good” for most 
of these teams and would “spoil” their efforts to have unbeaten slates. 
Second, the veteran sports writer says, there is the “religion angle.” 


He says this “religion angle” attracts Notre Dame’s large 
: football following. So much so, he continues, that a Western 
Conference school president recently told him that “when any of 
us plays Notre Dame, 70 percent of the spectators are for Notre 
Dame. Why? It’s a matter of religion. not of football. We sim- 
ply don’t care to mix athletics and religion, so we dropped Notre 
ame. 

Mr. Rice then quotes an unnamed Notre Dame official in deny- 
ing that religion was a factor in the university’s fabulous follow- 
ng. 

“It isn’t quite true,” he told Mr. Rice. “Religion has little to 
do with it. When we began moving up, we had comparatively 
few alumni. In every big city there were thousands who wanted 
some team to root for. They couldn’t root for Yale, Harvard, Army 
or Michigan, so they picked Notre Dame. Soon they became 
Notre Dame fanatics. Most of them had never been to college, 
but Notre Dame was their team just the same.”

school children through “released time” after 
they themselves were responsible for having 
ome. | initiated it? 


Bigotry and un-Americanism were taught 
Jas textbooks of the Public School Society in 
those days—just as they have been fostered in 
textbooks in our own generation—and because 
of it the New York Legislature dissolved the 
Public School Society in 1842. 


It was about this time that under the spon- 
sorship of Horace Mann the present non-sec- 
tarian system of schools was inaugurated. For 
some time this did not seem to be harmful to 
the religious life of the community, because 
most Americans then were church-goers, and 
most public school teachers were also Sunday 
school teachers. 


But the Catholic Church continued her 
school system as far as she was able, and so 
multiplied them during the intervening years 
that there are now twice as many children in 
parochial schools as there were Catholics in the 
United States then. The Catholic Church’s policy 
does not spell opposition to the public schools, a 
system which it regards as necessary for half the 
nation’s children, whose parents are not affiliated 
with any of the churches. The Church’s policy 
is based solely on the obligation which rests on 
her to rear “children of God” in keeping with 
His revelation and law. 


God surely possesses the first claim on His 


|\ child. Therefore both justice and logic demand 


that God figure most prominently in the educa- 
tion of the child. The divine Teacher declared: 
“This is eternal life that they may know Thee, 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ, Whom Thou 
hast sent” (John XVII, 3). 


This God-man bids “the little children to 
come unto Him”; He came “to teach”; He was to 
be “the true light, which enlighteneth every man 
that cometh into the world”; “One is your 
Master, Christ.” 


The Church’s motto is “God. and Country”; 
“In God we Trust.” 


We glory in calling ours a “Christian 
country,” but it cannot long remain that if 
Christian education be not peveraget.

The Chicago Interior, Presbyterian (Jan., 
1902) : 


“To teach the higher branches of an aca- 
demic curriculum without a spiritual basis is 
either a farce or a fraud. In the sciences there 
is no middle ground between theism and athe- 
ism. One can teach the multiplication table or 
the rules of grammar without coming up against 
the question of the divine existence, but no one 
can so much as touch the hem of the robe that 
Duty wears without recognizing the being and 
the sovereignty of Jehovah.” 

President C. Lewis Fowler (Baptist), Cox 
College writing in the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitu- 
tion, May 26, 1915, observed: 

“The world today and the institutions of 
learning of today are face to face with a crisis 
in their existence. It is, whether they shall give 
education without religion, or whether they shall 
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give education saturated with religion. 

“The question has been asked: ‘Is the 
church of God in the way of education?’ | say , 
rather that the Church is leading in the forward | 
march of human endeavor. I stand here to deny | 
that education must be divorced from religion. 
Their futures of necessity must be linked. 

“Church schools are not afraid of the 
truth. They are earnest seekers after the truth 
as any non-sectarian schools in the country. We 
bid the scientists come, and we will stand by 
their side as they seek out the truth. We are 
not afraid of it. We will welcome whatever they 
may discover, with no fear that it will contradict

In 1916 the Archbishop of Chicago, Chancellor of the 
Catholic Church Extension Society, and Father Francis 


Kelley, President of that Society, requested Father Noll to 
purchase, in the name of Our Sunday Visitor, a piece of 


property near Huntington as a site for a Home. Mission 


Seminary. Its function would be to prepare students for 


the priesthood, not for the Diocese of Fort Wayne, but for 


all mission territory within the United States. That would 


> mean most of our southland extending from the Atlantic to 


the Pacific, and also most of the northwest section of our 


land. 


Father Noll cheerfully acceded to this request, and 


‘purchased a farm of 135 acres, situated on Highway 24, 
‘about one mile west of the city limits of Huntington. 
'he purchased another 80 acres to be added to the original. 
But the Seminary never became a reality, because some of

the Bishops who were to benefit by it, while not objecting 
to the proposed location, feared that candidates for the priest- 


hood, brought from the east, would not be as well suited for 


mission work in the south and west as students from these 
areas would be.

Your proposition in your kind letter of June 29th is so 
wonderful and new that I hardly know what to say to it. 

It certainly would be a great thing—as it is really 
necessary—to educate students for some of these South- 
western dioceses gratis at some one or other of the Sem- 
inaries already existing—since it is out of the question, 
on account of poverty of the Bishops and their flocks to 
have diocesan Seminaries of their own, or even to pay, 
except with the greatest difficulty, for students going to other 
Seminaries in other dioceses to prepare for these. 

If some way could be found to build a Seminary in 
which students could, without expense to the Bishops, re- 
ceive the training and education needed for work in these 
parts—mostly among poor, very poor Mexicans, whom we 
shall always have with us here, and therefore requiring a 
good knowledge of Spanish besides English—it would be a 
blessing indeed. 

Any movement to lead good boys to prepare for work 
in these places will certainly meet with all the encourage- 
ment I can muster. 

You have done and are doing a wonderful work with 
your “Visitor” and “Parish Monthly,” and I earnestly pray 
that God will continue to bless your efforts for the break- 
ing down of prejudice and the peopling of the country with 
converts to our holy religion.

Honored For 
Public Service 


Card. Spellman Pins 
Laetare Medal On 
Notre Dame Alumnus 


New York, N. Y.—Przise for his 
“work as a public servant during 
a most critical period of our na- 


Honorable Frank C. Walker, for- 
mer Postmaster General and presi- 
dential advisor, at the formal pre- 
sentation, January 4, of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame’s 1948 
Laetare Medal. 


The Rev, John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C,, President of Notre Dame, 
in reading the citation recompany- 
ing the medal, paid tribute to Mr. 
Walker’s work during “a period 
when our government had need of 
wise counsel and’ forthright de- 
cisions from patriotic and uwnsel- 
fish statesmen.” Mr. Walker, New 
York business and civic leader, re- 
ceived the medal at ceremonies in 
his New York City residence. His 
Eminence Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, of New York, represented the 
hierarchy of the Catholic Church 
a pinned the medal on Mr, Wal- 

er. 


“During twelve crucial years, 
whose national and international 
currents and vicissitudes will be re- 
corded in our annals as among the 
most hazardous of our history, you 
were asked by the President of the 
United States to assume respon- 
sibilities of the gravest import to 
the safety and honor of our coun- 
try, and the peace and security of 
its people,” Father Cavanaugh de- 
clared. “You took up those respon- 
sibilitie$ in a spirit of humility and 
loyalty worthy of our most cele- 
brated statesmen; and when the 
work was dpne, you retired from 
the glare of public life with almost 
inordinate eagerness.” 


Among those in attendance at 
the dinner were: Thomas J. Walk- 
er, a son, and his wife; Mrs. Rob- 
ert L. Ameno, a daughter; Mrs. J. 
J. McCarthy and Mrs. John W. 
Cotter, sisters; Mrs. Frank Bouch- 
er, the medalist’s mother-in-law, 
and J. Arthur Haley of the uni- 
versity staff. 


Mr. Walker is the 66th recipient 
of the Laetare Medal—so-called 
because its recipient is announced 
each year on Laetare Sunday, the 
fourth Sunday in Lent. It is 
awarded to the American Catholie 
layman considered the outstanding 
of the year by the university. 


The medalis. was graduated 
from the university’s college of 
law in 1909, He served as Post- 
master General during World War 
Il and was considered one of the 
late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s closest advisors. He re- 
signed his Cabinet post in June, 
1945, and returned to private busi- 
ness here in New York. In De- 
cember, 1945, President Harry S. 
Truman named Mr Walker as J. 
S. alternate representative to the 
first session of the United Nations’ 
General Assembly in London and 
during the Assembly, he was se- 
lected as the U. S. representative 
on the legal committee. He has 
been active in Catholic charities 
affairs for years and holds an hon- 
orary degree from Notre Dame

Putting it most simply, I think 
we can say that to know the truth 
is to see things as they really are. 


All of us find ourselves in a world) 


that exists independently of us. 
We find ourselves confined in a 
mass of flesh five or six feet long, 
s0 many inches around the middle, 


and weighing so much in pounds. 
And yet through our | 


and ounces. 
eyes and ears and sense of touch— 
not to speak of our minds—we 
come in contact with things out- 
side us: we sit on chairs and walk 
up steps, instance; we meet 
other creatures, human beings like 
ourselves, and we have reactions 
toward them in one way or ab- 
other.

that meeting people is a danger to 
their virtue. Because they shun 
all outside contacts they lose their 
purpose in life as social human 
beings. 

In contrast, there are many 
Catholic young people who have 
thrown away their ideals in order 
to exercise their social tendencies 
as human beings. They have hap- 
hazardly picked up with all types 
of people, making no distinction 
between good, bad, or indifferent. 
They can see no harm in associat- 
ing with all types of people and 
since they cannot see the harm, 
they usually injure themselves. 
They forget it belongs to the 
chosen few to be able to take up 
with all kinds of people and come 
out unsullied. Many find them- 
selves therefore in impossible love 
affairs; others weaken their faith 
and gradually fall away from the 
church. 

Now in communities devoid of a 
Catholic sociability there is an ex- 
cuse for such false ideas and dis- 
asterous results among our youth. 
In Fort Wayne, however, there is 
no excuse for these mistakes. 
When a boy or girl is of high 
school age they have the opportun- 
ity of attending a Catholic high 
school. Here their loneliness is 
overcome by the companionship of 
their school-mates. They are fur- 
nished with a program of studies, 
religious training, cultural activi- 
ties, athletic events and _ social 
affairs that will protect, and ex- 
pand their ideals, 

After they graduate they can 
keep contact with all these sources 
of good, because then they have 
the opportunity to continue the 
associations initiated at school by 
becoming a part of the Fort Wayne 
Senior C.Y.0. group. The special 
purpose of this group is to con- 
tinue the spiritual, cultural and 
social program that aided them in 
high school and to help them to ad- 
just themselves in the world they 
enter,
